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Extra-curricular activities have 
been part of the Ridley community 
for many years. In the past, the 
Cadet Programme was the main 
vehicle for operating many of 
these activities, and a number of 
other activities took place on a 
sporadic and informal basis. The 
Headmaster struck a committee of 
faculty and students in September 
to evaluate the present extra- 
curricular activities and suggest 
methods of strengthening the pro- 
gramme. 

The basic assumption the com- 
mittee operated on was that Ac- 
tivities should play a role equal to 
Athletics, with both being secon- 
dary to Academics. We perceived 
one of Ridley's major goals as being 
the graduation of well-rounded 
students, and recognized that to- 
day's Ministry of Education curric- 
ulum tends to work against this 
goal by encouraging specializa- 
tion. We further felt that a sound 
Activities programme can broaden 
the education of students at 
Ridley. 

During the first term this year, 
approximately 65% of the student 
body in Grades 9 to 13 took part in 
Activities, while the Middle 
School ran an activity programme 
involving virtually all of the 
students. Our goal for the balance 
of the school year is to increase 
the involvement in the Upper 
School programme, with a view 
toward achieving 100% participa- 
tion next year. In addition, we 
hope to expand the social and com- 
munity service components of our

programme and make some form of 
service compulsory for all stu- 
dents. 

We run approximately 30 activ- 
ities ranging from a Challenge 
Ropes Course to the production of 
publications including two news- 
papers and ACTA. Students are 
involved in the operation of our 
Admissions Department, 

Library and the Mandeville Thea- 
tre, and over two hundred students 
have been involved or are current- 
ly involved in drama and musical 
productions. Many of our activities 
are initiated and run by the stu- 
dents themselves. 

A final report recommending the 
scope and nature of the Activities 
Programme in the school for 1990/ 
91 will be forthcoming this term 
and a booklet explaining the de- 
tails of the programme for next 
year should be available early in 
third term. We would welcome 
any suggestions from the Ridley 
community regarding potential ac- 
tivities and would be delighted to 
have you share your expertise 
with the students.

idley's 100th academic 

year commenced with a 

full school: 593 students 

enrolled overall, with 
498 in attendance at the Upper 
School level. Our boarding numbers 
include 225 boys and 166 girls, with 
32 countries and 8 Canadian provinc- 
es represented in our student address 
list. The mix of boys and girls at 
Ridley has edged closer to full pari- 
ty, with young ladies now composing 
42% of our total enrollment in grades 
5 through 13/OAC. 

With applications showing a 
moderate increase compared with 
last year at this period, our Admis- 
sions secretary, Elizabeth Hunt, has 
had to shuffle through even greater 
mounds of paperwork to keep the 
office from grinding to a halt. She 
concedes that modern technology has 
streamlined daily tasks: her old 
IBM Selectric is now gathering dust, 
having been replaced by an Apple 
MacIntosh and laserprinter.Progress, 
you say? To quote Mrs. Hunt, "it's 
all too much..." 

The next few months will see the 
headmaster flying west to conduct 
candidate interviews in Edmonton, 
Calgary, and Vancouver (March 
27th - 29th), while I make a recruit- 
ment run through southwestern On- 
tario (London, Chatham, and Wind- 
sor, February 27th to March 1st). If 
you know of families in these areas 
considering a boarding school educa- 
tion for their children, please have 
them contact the School to set up a 
meeting.

Changes in 
Sit-down lunch 
at Ridley 


s the size of Upper 

School has swollen in 

recent years, it has 

become harder to 
achieve one of the traditional 
goals of the school: to have a 
gracious meal at which good man- 
ners can be expected and taught. 
Recent years have seen the condi- 
tions at sit-down lunch become so 
crowded as to be uncomfortable and 
unpleasant, to the point where 
preserving a civilized tone and 
pace to the meal have been, at 
best, a rearguard action. 

We are extremely reluctant to 
abandon our goal of promoting good 
manners however, and recently a 
group of students and faculty met 
to discuss ways not just of main- 
taining the status quo but of mak- 
ing some genuine improvements in 
the meal. Beginning with the first 
Tuesday of the winter term, we 
have arranged a formal meal for 
varied groups of about 160 students 
and faculty, in the Middle School 
Dining Hall. There are table 
cloths on the tables; the students 
enter quietly and stand behind 
their chairs waiting for grace; the 
noise level is such that faculty can 
explain to those who are unaware 
of these things what some of the 
basic rules of etiquette are; socia- 
ble conversation can take place. 

It is heartening to observe that in 
such conditions most of our students 
do, in fact, know how to behave. 

At the moment this step is 
provisional, but the early returns 
indicate that the improvement in 
the meal is significant. We hope 
that we can now use this function 
as a Standard by which we spread 
the message of civilized behavi- 
our to all areas of school life.
